raw  linseed  oil  set  aside 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for 
the  defense  of  the  United  States  will 
result  in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  raw 
linseed  oil  for  defense,  for  private  ac- 
count and  for  export;  and  the  following 
order  is  deemed  necessary  and  appropri- 
ate in  the  public  interest  and  to  promote 
the  national  defense: 

§  1460.14  Raw  linseed  oil  required  to 
be  set  aside — (a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Per- 
son" means  any  individual,  partnership, 
association,  business  trust,  corporation, 
or  any  organized  group  of  persons 
whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(2)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
the  Food  Distribution  Administration, 
War  Food  Administration,  or  any  other 
governmental  agency  designated  by  the 
Director. 

(3)  "Offer  to  sell"  means  to  offer  raw 
linseed  oil  for  sale  to  a  governmental 
agency  on  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions: 

(i)  The  offer  shall  be  made  by  tele- 
gram or  letter  addressed  to  the  Chief, 
Fats  and  Oils  Branch,  Food  Distribu- 
tion Administration,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, Washington,  D.  C. 

(ii)  The  purchase  price  shall  not  ex- 
ceed ceiling  prices  established  by  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration. 

(iii)  Delivery  shall  be  made  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  last  day  of  the 
month  in  which  the  oil  is  produced. 

(iv)  The  offer  shall  remain  open  for 
acceptance  for  seven  days  after  the  re- 
ceipt thereof. 

(v)  All  or  any  part  of  the  raw  lin- 
seed oil  included  in  an  offer  may  be  ac- 
cepted. 

(vi)  A  separate  offer  shall  be  made 
with  respect  to  the  raw' linseed  oil  to  be 
produced,  in  each  month,  in  each  oil  mill 
operated  by  the  offeror,  however,  more 
than  one  offer  may  be  submitted  in  a 
single  document,  and 

(vii)  Every  offer  shall  contain  an  esti- 
mate of  the  offeror's  total  production  of 
raw  linseed  oil  for  the  month  covered  by 
the  offer  from  each  oil  mill  operated  by 
the  offeror. 

(4)  "Crusher"  means  any  person  en- 
gaged in  producing  raw  linseed  oil  and 
includes  any  person,  who  has  raw  linseed 
oil  produced  for  him  pursuant  to  a  toll 
agreement. 


(5)  "Month"  means  a  calendar  month. 

(6)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration, or  any  employee  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  des- 
ignated by  such  Director. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  sale,  delivery,  use, 
consumption  and  processing  of  raw  lin- 
seed oil.  Unless  specifically  authorized 
by  the  Director: 

(1)  No  crusher  shall  sell,  contract  to 
sell,  or  deliver  any  raw  linseed  oil  pro- 
duced or  to  be  produced  by  him  in  any 
month  hereafter,  beginning  with  July 
1943,  except  to  a  governmental  agency, 
or  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (c)  of 
this  order,  and 

(2)  No  crusher  shall  process,  use,  or 
consume  any  raw  linseed  oil  produced  or 
to  be  produced  by  him  in  any  month 
hereafter,  beginning  with  July  1943,  ex- 
cept as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (c)  of 
this  order. 

(c)  Exceptions.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  order, 
any  crusher  who,  on  or  after  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  the  sixth  month  preceding 
the  month  of  production  and  on  or  before 
the  twenty-third  day  of  the  first  month 
preceding  the  month  of  production,  or 
prior  to  July  1,  1943,  with  respect  to  pro- 
duction in  July  1943,  has  made  an  offer 
to  sell  45  percent  of  his  total  estimated 
production  for  such  month  of  production 
from  each  oil  mill  operated  by  him,  to 
a  governmental  agency,  may  sell,  con- 
tract to  sell,  deliver,  process,  use,  or  con- 
sume any  raw  linseed  oil  produced  or  to 
be"  produced  by  him  in  such  month  of 
production  which  is  not  required  to  be 
included  in  such  offer  under  the  terms  of 
this  paragraph  (c),  and  likewise,  after 
the  expiration  of  seven  days  after  the 
receipt  of  the  offer  to  sell,  may  sell,  con- 
tract to  sell,  deliver,  process,  use,  or  con- 
sume any  raw  linseed  oil  included  in  such 
offer  to  sell  which  a  governmental  agency 
has  not  then  contracted  to  purchase: 
Provided,  however,  With  respect  to  any 
oil  mill  operated  by  him: 

(1)  If  his  actual  production  in  said 
month  of  production  exceeds  his  esti- 
mated production,  as  set  forth  in  his 
offer  to  sell,  he  shall  make  an  offer  to 
sell  45  percent  of  such  excess,  to  a  gov- 
ernmental agency,  on  or  after  the  first 
day  but  not  later  than  the  fifth  day  of 
the  month  following  the  month  of  pro- 
duction, or 

(2)  If  his  actual  production  in  such 
month  of  production  is  less  than  his  es- 


timated production,  as  set  forth  in  his 
offer  to  sell,  and  he  has  contracted  to  sell 
to  a  governmental  agency  a  portion  of 
his  production  of  raw  linseed  oil  from 
such  oil  mill  in  the  following  month, 
then  the  amount  of  raw  linseed  oil  re- 
quired to  be  delivered  under  the  last 
mentioned  contract,  may,  at  his  option, 
be  reduced  in  an  amount  equal  to  45 
percent  of  such  deficiency. 

(d)  Reports  of  production  of  raw  lin- 
seed oil.  Each  crusher  shall,  on  or  be- 
fore the  seventh  day  of  each  month, 
beginning  with  August  1943,  file  with  the 
Director  a  statement  of  the  quantity  of 
raw  linseed  oil  produced  by  him  in  the 
preceding  month  and  the  estimated 
quantity  of  raw  linseed  oil  that  he  will 
produce  during  the  current  month  in 
each  oil  mill  operated  by  him. 

(e)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of 
this  order  shall  be  observed  without  re- 
gard to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter 
entered  into,  or  any  rights  accrued,  or 
payments  made  thereunder. 

(f)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
linseed  oil  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(g)  Records  and  reports.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(h)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  approval. 
The  reporting  requirements  of  this  or- 
der have  been  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the  Fed- 
eral Reports  Act  of  1942.  Subsequent 
specific  record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements by  the  Director  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports 
Act  of  1942. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
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Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

(j)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator may,  by  suspension  order,  pro- 
hibit any  person  who  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  this  order  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  linseed  oil, 
or  any  other  material  subject  to  priority 
or  allocation  control  by  the  War  Pood 
Administrator,  and  may  recommend  that 
any  such  person  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of,  or  us- 
ing materials  subject  to  the  priority  or 
allocation  control  of  other  governmental 


agencies.  In  addition,  any  person  who 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  and  all  applicable 
laws.  Further,  civil  action  may  be  insti- 
tuted to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  provided  herein  or  in- 
structions to  the  contrary  are  issued  by 
the  Director,  be  addressed  to  the  War 
Food  Administrator,  United  States  De- 


partment of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C,  Ref.  FD-56. 

(1)  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
shall  apply  only  to  the  forty-eight  States 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

(m)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  12:01  a.  m.,  EWT,  June 
24,  1943.

Food  Distribution  Order  56  (8  F.R. 
8625) ,  issued  by  the  Acting  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator on  June  22,  194C,  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  1460.14  Raw  linseed  oil  required  to 
be  set  aside — (a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Per- 
son" means  any  individual,  partnership, 
association,  business  trust,  corporation, 
or  any  organized  group  of  persons 
whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(2)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
the  Food  Distribution  Administration, 
War  Food  Administration,  or  any  other 
governmental  agency  designated  by  the 
Director. 

(3)  "Offer  to  sell"  .means  to  offer  raw 
linseed  oil  for  sale  to  a  governmental 
agency  on  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions : 

(i)  The  offer  shall  be  made  by  tele- 
gram or  letter  addressed  to  the  Chief, 
Fats  and  Oils  Branch,  Food  Distribution 
Administration,  War  Food  Administra- 
tion, Washington  25,  D.  C; 

(ii)  The  purchase  price  shall  not  ex- 
ceed ceiling  prices  established  by  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration; 

(iii)  Delivery  shall  be  made  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  last  day  of  the 
month  in  which  the  oil  is  produced; 

(iv)  The  offer  shall  remain  open  for 
acceptance  for  seven  days  after  the  re- 
ceipt thereof; 

(v)  The  governmental  agency  shall  be 
privileged  to  accept  the  offer  with  respect 
to  all  or  any  part  of  the  oil  covered  by 
the  offer  and  may  further  limit  its  ac- 
ceptance to  a  specified  maximum  quan- 
tity of  oil; 

(vi)  A  separate  offer  shall  be  made 
with  respect  to  the  raw  linseed  oil  to  be 
produced,  in  each  month,  in  each  oil 
mill  operated  by  the  offeror,  however, 
more  than  one  offer  may  be  submitted  in 
a  single  document;  and 

(vii)  Every  offer  shall  contain  an  es- 
timate of  the  offeror's  total  production 
of  raw  linseed  oil  for  the  month  covered 
by  the  offer  from  each  oil  mill  operated 
by  the  offeror. 

(4)  "Crusher"  means  any  person  en- 
gaged in  producing  raw  linseed  oil  and 
includes  any  person  who  has  raw  linseed 
oil  produced  for  him  pursuant  to  a  toll 
agreement.  The  original  owner  of  raw 
linseed  oil  produced  pursuant  to  a  toll 


agreement  shall  be  construed  as  being 
the  producer  of  such  oil  and,  with  respect 
to  such  production,  the  operator  of  the 
oil  mill  in  which  it  is  produced. 

(5)  "Month"  means  a  calendar  month. 

(6)  "Month  of  production"  means, 
with  respect,  to  any  raw  linseed  oil,  the 
calendar  month  in  which  such  oil  was 
produced. 

(7)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

(b)  Set  aside  restrictions.  Subject  to 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  (c)  hereof, 
every  crusher  shall  set  aside  and  hold 
for  sale  and  delivery  to  a  governmental 
agency  25%  of  all  the  raw  linseed  oil 
produced  by  him  in  each  oil  mill  operated 
by  him  in  each  month  thereafter,  begin- 
ning with  April  1944. 

(c)  Exceptions.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  hereof,  any 
crusher  who,  in  the  period  beginning  on 
the  twenty-third  day  of  the  third  month 
preceding  the  month  of  production  and 
ending  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  the- 
first  month  preceding  the  month  of  pro- 
duction, has  made  an  offer  to  sell  the 
raw  linseed  oil  required  to  be  set  aside 
by  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (b) 
hereof,  for  such  month  of  production, 
may  use  or  dispose  of  any  of  such  raw 
linseed  oil  which  a  governmental  agency 
has  not  contracted  to  purchase  within 
seven  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  offer 
to  sell  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fats  and  Oils 
Branch,  Food  Distribution  Administra- 
tion, War  Food  Administration. 

(d)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of 
this  order  shall  be  observed  without  re- 
gard to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter 
entered  into,  or  any  rights  accrued,  or 
payments  made  thereunder. 

(e)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks 
of  raw  linseed  oil  of  any  person,  and  to 
make  such  investigations,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion, 
to  the  enforcement  or  administration  of 
the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any 
person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropri- 
ate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement 
or  administration  of  the  provisions  of 
this  order. 


(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate) ,  maintain  an  accurate  record  of  his 
transactions  in  raw  linseed  oil. 

(3)  The  record-keeping  and  reporting 
requirements  of  this  order  have  been 
approved  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
in  accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports 
Act  of  1942.  Subsequent  record-keeping 
or  reporting  requirements  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Re- 
ports Act  of  1942. 

(g)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  un- 
reasonable hardship  on  him,  may  file  a 
petition  for  relief  in  writing  with  the 
Director,  addressed  as  follows:  Director 
of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
stration,  Washington  25,  D.  C.  Ref .  FDO 
56.  Such  petition  shall  set  forth  all  per- 
tinent facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief 
sought.  The  Administrator  of  this  order 

■  shall  then  act  upon  the  petition.  In  the 
event  that  the  petitioner  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  action  taken  by  the  Adminis- 
trator of  this  order,  he  may  request  a 
review  of  such  action  by  the  Director 
whose  decision  with  respect  to  the  relief 
sought  shall  be  final. 

(h)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any

Further,  civil  action 
may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vio- 
lation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(i)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  be  addressed  to  the  Di- 
rector of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref.  FDO  56. 
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(j)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
jthe  administration  of  this  order,  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Director.  The 
Director  is  authorized  to  redelegate  any 
or  all  of  the  authority  vested  in  him  by 
this  order  to  any  employee  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.

Wednesday,  October  27,  1943. 

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
reduced  the  "set  aside"  percentage  on 
raw  linseed  oil  from  45  percent  to  25 
percent  of  current  production. 

The  increased  production  and  imports 
of  flaxseed,  from  which  linseed  oil  is 
crushed  makes  the  reduction  possible, 
officials  said. 

Flaxseed  crushers  have  been  setting 
aside  45  percent  of  their  linseed  oil  pro- 


duction on  Food  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration option  since  last  June  24,  when 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  56  became 
effective.  An  amendment  to  the  order, 
effective  Oct.  26,  not  only  reduces  the  set 
aside  percentage,  but  liberalizes  its  sales 
provisions. 

Crushers  may  now  sell  at  any  time  that 
portion  of  their  future  estimated  produc- 
tion which  is  not  required  to  be  set  aside 
for  offer  to  FDA.  Under  the  original 
order,  sale  of  any  part  of  the  production 


was  forbidden  until  FDA  had  accepted 
or  rejected  the  offer  of  45  percent. 

The  amendment  requires  that  new  of- 
fers be  made  to  FDA  not  earlier  than  the 
23rd  day  of  the  third  month  preceding 
production,  and  not  later  than  the  23rd 
of  the  month  immediately  preceding 
production.  Offers  will  continue  to  be 
accepted  or  rejected  within  7  days,  after 
which  time  the  quantity  not  accepted  by 
the  FDA  may  be  sold  through  regular 
trade  channels

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  56  as  originally  issued  June  22,  1943 
required  flaxseed  crushers  to  .make  estimates  of  their  raw  linseed  oil  pro- 
duction from  1  to  ft  months  ahead  and  "offer  to  sell"  45  percent  of  'that 
estimate  to  the  Food  Distribution  Administration. 

An  amendment  to  the  order,  issued  October  26,  1943,  reduced  the 
quantity  required  for  offer  to  FIA  from  45  to  25  percent.     The  amendment 
also  provided  that  offers  for  any  month  be  made  no  earlier  than  the  23rd 
of  the  third  month  preceding  production,  and  not  later  than  the  23rd  of 
the  month  immediately  preceding  production  (instead  of  from  1  to  6 'months 
ahead)  « '

Is  it  necessary  to  reoffer  25  percent  of  our 
actual  production  for  April,  1944  according  to  the  terms  set  forth 
in  the  amendment?

War  Pood  Administration. 
Summary  to  FDO-56. 

Linseed  oil  "Set  aside"  Order  (FDO 
56)  Terminated. 

Because  it  is  expected  that  Govern- 
ment requirements  in  linseed  oil  now 
can  be  purchased  in  the  open  market, 


the  Pood  Distribution  Administration 
has  terminated  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  56  which  required  flaxseed  crushers 
to  set  aside  25  percent  of  their  produc- 
tion on  option  to  PDA. 

FDO  No.  56  was  issued  originally  last 
June  22,  and  required  crushers  to  set 
aside  45  percent  of  the  production  for 


possible  FDA  purchase.  The  percentage 
was  reduced  25%  late  in  October. 

When  the  order  was  issued,  linseed 
stocks  were  unusually  low  and  the  ac- 
tion was  necessary  to  assure  the  avail- 
ability of  adequate  supplies  for  Gov- 
ernment requirements. 
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
